Narrow escape 
for pedestrians 

AN AXMINSTER pensioner says a window cleaner 
unwittingly may have saved the lives of three people 
when a lorry hit scaffolding in Axminster. 

Don Harris was talking to two friends outside the 
Trinity House Home-in-Style shop at around 12 noon 
on Wednesday of last week when a window cleaner 
asked them to move so he could carry out his job. 

Mr Harris said: “There were three of us talking and 
passing the time of day. But a window cleaner ap¬ 
peared and moved us on further around the corner. 
Seven lorries came round when we stood there. 

“We kept saying: ‘That was close,’ but never 
thought of the danger. 

“I was less than one foot away from where the scaf¬ 
folding hit the ground but would have been under¬ 
neath it if he hadn’t moved us away.” 

The window cleaner also escaped injury and Mr 
Harris plans to track him down to thank him.” 

The town centre came to a standstill when the lorry 
hit scaffolding as it negotiated the narrow street. 

The scaffolding crashed to the ground but, miracu¬ 
lously, there were no injuries. 

The incident is likely to intensify calls for a by-pass 
as heavy traffic through the town centre has been a 
pet hate among residents for several years. 

Police won’t bring any charges after the drama. 

PC Simon Rodgers interviewed the driver of the lorry 
and witnesses. “It could have been a hell of a lot 
worse”, he said. 

COLYTON 

Under water - again! 

COLYTON and Colyford suffered its second serious 
floods of the year this week. 

The A3052 heading into Colyford was closed by po¬ 
lice on Wednesday as the River Coly burst its banks 
and submerged the main road and nearby fields. 

Flooding continued on and off throughout the week 
and weekend, with the Environment Agency issuing 
a number of flood warnings for the area and one still 
in place at the time of going to press. 

This is the second time the parish has seriously 
flooded this year, with heavy rainfall in July also 
causing disruption. 

At Road Green in Colyton, resident Jean Underdown 
said this week’s floods were the worst she had seen. 

“The water rose overnight on Friday. It’s not in our 
house but it’s all in the milking parlours. It’s worse 
than July and worse than 1968.”

OTTERYStMARY 

Monitoring before 
car park housing 

DISTRICT councillors have been recommended to 
monitor an Ottery car park for three years before 
considering partial development of the site. 

An East Devon District Council report describes 
Land of Canaan car park as "under-utilised". But the 
report also predicts that the recent opening of a 
Sainsbury's branch will lead to increased usage of 
the car park. 

EDDC has undertaken a district-wide car park re¬ 
view, and the council's cabinet will meet on 
Wednesday, November 28th to decide the way for¬ 
ward. Officers have produced a raft of recommenda¬ 
tions, and the one affecting Land of Canaan car park 
is: "That options for partial development of the Land 
of Canaan car park, Ottery St Mary, be considered 
following a three-year period monitoring demand." 

The long-stay car park also caters for coaches and 
offers a total of 121 spaces. 

The report accompanying the cabinet meeting 
agenda explains the recommendation by stating:

£1.3m to complete 
hospital upgrade 

PLANS to inject £1.3million into Sidmouth Hospital 
and transform it into a modern healthcare hub have 
been unveiled. 

‘The Comforts Fund’ - the hospital’s League of 
Friends - announced the plans at a reception at the 
Westcliff Hotel in Sidmouth. 

Representing the fifth and final phase of a 23-year- 
old programme to update the hospital, it is hoped that 
the £1.3 million work could start early next year and 
be completed by the spring of 2014. 

Under the proposals, the hospital will have a new 
physiotherapy department, rehabilitation unit and 
gym area as well as an improved front entrance, re¬ 
ception and waiting room. 

The physiotherapy and occupational therapy units 
will be co-located in the main building alongside the 
main wards; outpatient area and complex care team 
whilst the hospital kitchen will relocate, helping to 
create a canopied and more welcoming front entrance. 

A single reception and waiting room will be created, 
ensuring patients can easily navigate the hospital and 
receive a professional welcome to the building, whilst 
the minor injury unit will be moved closer to the main 
wards, enabling easier access for patients and staff. 
By demolishing and moving the existing physiother¬ 
apy building, more room will also be available for vis¬ 
itor parking.

Members of Seaton Town Council have spent the last 
two months consulting with residents, youth groups and 
schools, showcasing three potential play equipment 
designs with the hope to improve youth facilities in the 
town. 

Councillor Dawn Squire led the proceedings with 
voting taking place at the general town meeting, 
Elizabeth Road play park, Crossroad’s Parent & Toddler 
Group and Axe Valley Children’s Centre. 

Despite consulting with all age groups, there was a 
focus on youth in Seaton, with visits to all classes at 
Seaton Primary School and consultations made with the 
Seaton Rainbows, Scouts, Beavers, Brownies, Guides 
and Seaton Majorettes. 

In total 584 votes were counted from consultation in 
the town, with over 69 pert cent of the votes coming 
from children aged ten and under. The winning design, 
featuring climbing apparatus, Olympic basket swings 
and a windmill style roundabout swing topped the votes 
with 303 votes. 

Councillor Squire said: “The consultations in the town 
for the Elizabeth Road play equipment have been fan¬ 
tastic, and the children have been so enthusiastic and 
excited about the upcoming improvements to their play 
area. 


“It has been great to get the youth on board and let 
them have their say, especially as the facilities will ben¬ 
efit them the most and we are very pleased with the 
winning design." 

The new design and consultation results were shown 
to the town council at their last full council meeting and 
councillors agreed that the consultation was a success. 

The planned improvements to the play area will cost 
£32,000, all of which has been contributed by develop¬ 
ers through Section 106 funding for play.

Floods play havoc 
with rail services 


AXMINSTER could be without rail serv¬ 
ices for more than a week. 

Heavy flooding over the weekend 
caused further damage to the railway line, 
wiping out hopes to resume normal serv¬ 
ice yesterday (Monday) morning. 

When Putman's View went to press, the 
message from SWT was that “the line be¬ 
tween Yeovil Junction and Exeter St 
Davids will remain closed until further 
notice.” 

A landslip at Honiton and flooding near 
Axminster conspired to halt rail traffic last 
week. 

SWT rail services were initially sus¬ 
pended between Gillingham and Exeter 
on Wednesday, November 21st. 

The stretch of line between Gillingham 
and Yeovil reopened - but the line be¬ 
tween Yeovil Exeter remained shut. 

Among those affected were passengers 
travelling to or from Honiton, Axminster 
and Feniton. 

A spokesperson for the South West 
Trains and Network Rail Alliance said on 
Thursday, November 22nd: “The heavy 
rain fall caused a landslip blocking the 
line between Axminster and Honiton and 
significant damage by flooding to a rail¬ 
way embankment at Broom Level Cross¬ 
ing near Axminster. 

“Our engineers are on site and are work¬ 
ing hard to repair the damage and aim to 


re-open the line as quickly as possible. 

“This work is expected to be completed 
in time to allow the line to reopen for the 
first train on Monday morning.” 

But these hopes were dashed over the 
weekend.The spokesperson said on Sun¬ 
day: “There will be continued disruption 
on the West of England line after extreme 
weather conditions in the South West 
caused more damage to the track 
overnight. 

Furthe damage 

“Engineers have been working since 
Wednesday to repair damage caused by 
flooding between Honiton and Axminster 
as well as on the embankment at Broom 
Level Crossing near Axminster. However, 
heavy flooding and high winds over the 
past 24 hours have caused further damage 
to the work sites. 

“In addition, much of the repair work 
carried out by engineers over the past few 
days has been undone, including at 
Broom where steel baskets weighing 40 
tonnes - installed to protect the track from 
further damage - were washed away. 
“As a result, the line between Yeovil Junc¬ 
tion and Exeter St Davids will remain 
closed until further notice. 

“A bus replacement service will con¬ 
tinue to operate between Yeovil Junction 
and Exeter St Davids until the line re¬ 
opens.”

“Two children focus on 
creating the packaging of 
the box, deciding on what 
information and design to 
put on the outside. 

“Two children work on 
the marketing side, includ¬ 
ing creating a poster to ad¬ 
vertise their product as 
well as decide how much 
the muffins should retail 
for. 

“Once the muffins are 
finished, the teams carry 
out some tasting sessions 
and market research on 
staff around the college. 

“Finally, they prepare a 
presentation as a team and 
present to a panel of 
judges made up of staff 
and governors.”

added: “The standard was 
extremely high and in 
some cases there was only 
half a mark to differentiate 
between them.

Seaton care home wins 
council planning battle 


A SEATON community care home has won its battle 
with district council planning bosses to be classed as 
a dwelling, which means owners won’t have to re¬ 
apply for planning permission. 

East Devon District Council wanted Chessington 
Care Home to be re-classed as a residential institution. 
The ‘change of use’ which would have forced owners 
Jon Higgins and Sue Shipton, of Voyagers Ltd, into 
applying for retrospective planning permission. 

But the Planning Inspectorate ruled in favour of Voy¬ 
agers and has issued them a Lawful Development Cer¬ 
tificate - which confirms that an existing and specific 
use, operation or activity is lawful for planning control 
purposes. 

Voyagers Ltd had applied for a certificate for the 
Chessington property, at 50 Marlpit Lane, to be used 
for the care of adults with learning disabilities. 

Ms Shipton said: “As we had been operating for nine 
years on the one site, we applied for a Certificate of 
Lawful Use.” 

An EDDC officer wrote in their subsequent report: 
“There was an undoubted change in 2008 when own¬ 
ers ceased to be resident, where they had previously 
been full-time occupants; in 2008 not only did resi-

dents change but also persons providing the care - 
transient employees.” 

But the report also said: “Whilst the residents are not 
capable of running a household or their finances, there 
is nothing within the Use Classes Order that stipulates 
residents should be able to do so. 

“With care of this type being provided, is this a 
change from normal C3 use?” 

The Planning Inspectorate over-ruled EDDC and is¬ 
sued the certificate. In a joint statement Mr Higgins 
and Ms Shipton said that EDDC had wasted the time 
of everybody involved, and added: “If EDDC had 
won, then all other local authorities would have been 
able to force through the need to reapply for planning 
permission. 

“Some local authorities would have effectively 
forced small community care homes like ours to close. 
In effect, it would have made the Community Care Act 
inoperable.” 

An EDDC spokesman said: “While we are disap¬ 
pointed that the inspector did not agree with our deci¬ 
sion, we agree with his view that this was far from 
astraightforward case. 

“It took into account many different interpretations 
of the law alongside the personal circumstances of the 
residents. 

“However it’s very important to note that the care of 
the disabled residents was in no way impeded by the 
process and continued throughout. 

“This was a helpful process because it resulted in a 
detailed appeal decision which will help us consider 
similar issues in future, although any case will of 
course need to be taken on its own merits. 

“In the meantime we have also worked closely with 
Voyagers to resolve noise complaints about the prop¬ 
erty, and there are no ongoing noise issues which we 
are aware of.”

THE Church of England General Synod vote not to accept 
women bishops must be of general interest this week, discussion 
having started some 37 years ago.

Heavy rain set to bring more misery 


THE country scene, as I write, is truly grim. Torrential 
rain, high, gusting winds and swollen rivers have brought 
flooding and misery to hamlets and villages in the West 
Country. Even as I write more heavy rain is forecast and 
with it more distress will ensue. 

On a personal note, an attempt to drive into Axminster 
last Wednesday was completely thwarted for the Axe had 
burst its banks at Weycroft and an attempt to break 
through to Hawkchurch ended when I discovered a sub¬ 
merged car in deep flood water. I can only give thanks 
that I live on the summit of a hill with no fear of flood¬ 
ing. 

For the wildlife of the countryside it is a time of stress 
and potential hunger. The dreadful summer has left the 
hedges bereft of berries and fruit, stubbles which were 
once a source of winter sustenance for many birds, are 
now ploughed in the moment the last bales have been 
carted and the outlook is grim. 

Winter feeding, whether by garden owners or farmers 
who are now subsidised to provide grain for wild birds, 
is essential. However, purchasing bird food in small quan¬ 
tities is very uneconomical, especially if one has several 
feeders in operation. 

I have found that the best answer is to buy a large sack 
of mixed food at a cost of around £15. This lasts for a 
month or more and is much better value than the small 
packs. Unfortunately nyger seed, which attracts 
goldfinches, is still very expensive but essential. 

The State of the UK’s Birds 2012 has just been pub¬ 
lished by the RSPB and makes for fairly depressing read¬ 
ing. I’m never quite sure how much reliance one can 
place on figures which estimate populations of birds, but 
it is claimed that in 1966 there were 210 million birds in 
the UK, but that figure is down by a fifth to 166 million 
birds today. 

These, I suspect, are very much give or take figures and 
presumably only apply to resident birds but the fact re¬ 
mains that there has been an overall dramatic fall in num¬ 
bers. 

Our most common bird, the secretive wren, now has a 
population of 17 million, a drop of three million 11 years 
ago, while starlings, once seen in vast clouds as they 
swirled and pirouetted at dusk before roosting, have de¬ 
clined by 80 percent to around four million, while house 
sparrows are down from 30 million to 10 million, and 
song thrushes are almost a rarity. 

Curiously enough, house sparrows are my most com-

mon garden bird and now rely almost entirely on my 
feeders for subsistence. The report notes that blue and 
great tits are increasing, but if so not on my patch! 

I haven’t seen a great tit for months and only the occa¬ 
sional blue tit; goldfinches, though, are plentiful unlike 
greenfinches which have apparently suffered from a dis¬ 
ease and are now seldom see. 

Will we, I wonder, one day see parakeets in the West 
Country? These colourful aliens are now in their thou¬ 
sands in south-west London and are apparently spreading 
as several have now been reported in the Midlands. 

There is, regrettably, no indication that predators such 
as magpies, crows and sparrowhawks are in decline. 
These birds destroy countless nestlings and, in the case 
of sparrowhawks, adult birds and whilst the corvids can 
be controlled, sparrowhawks are still fully protected. 

The case for some form of management for these and 
several other raptors can readily be made, but the RSPB 
will have nothing of it and prefers to close its ears and 
eyes to the damage being inflicted by certain birds-of- 
prey.

Talk on Beagle captain 


EAST DEVON HUMANIST GROUP 

THE speaker at the November 
meeting of the East Devon Human¬ 
ist Group was Keith Denby, the 
chair of Devon Humanists. 

His subject was Robert Fitzroy, the 
captain of HMS Beagle, the ship on 
which he and Charles Darwin made 
that famous journey (1831-1836) to 
South America, Australia, New 
Zealand and South Africa. 

The ship's visit to Terra del Fuego 
and the Galapagos Islands, and 
what Darwin found there, were the 


inspiration for his theory of evolu¬ 
tion. Fitzroy is best known for being 
Darwin's captain but he ended his 
career in the Navy as a Vice Admiral 
and was for a time governor of New 
Zealand. 

He was also a pioneer of weather 
forecasting and an expert in hy¬ 
drography. He attended the meet¬ 
ing of the British Association for the 
Advancement of Science in 1860 
when Darwin presented his famous 
paper on the origin of species. 

Although during the voyage he 


and Darwin had formed an uneasy 
friendship, Fitzroy was outraged, 
held up a bible and denounced 
Darwin for his heretical ideas. 

Five years after this, overcome by 
depression and worries over 
money, Fitzroy cut his throat. He is 
buried in the cemetery in Upper 
Norwood.

■ PERHAPS Mr Massy-Birch’s 
thought that “those who attended the 
open meeting were surprised that the 
turbine would not have such a visual 
aspect as they might expect” is 
because no facsimiles were provided 
to show the impact in the immediate 
vicinity of Trinity Hill.

I can assure Mr Massy-Birch that 
“there might (indeed) be an issue with 
noise,” as low resonance sound waves 
have been demonstrated to have an 
effect on people living as far as ten 
kilometres from similar wind turbines.

AXCESS-Electric-Bikes of Honiton has completed a 
second year with increases in sales in the Spring and 
Autumn, but the weather in June and early July and the 
Olympics in August depressed demand. The introduc¬ 
tion of their own brand range of electric bikes has 
proved a great success. “The Axcess Brand bikes have 
proved popular and reliable in use” said Peter Black¬ 
man the director. 

The European market for electric bikes continues to 
expand with Germany leading the way with sales of 
310,000 and The Netherland second with 178,000. The

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Seaton Choral Society’s Christmas concert 


SEATON Choral Society is moving to Seaton Town Hall 
for this year’s Christmas concert, which promises to be a 
joyful launch into the festive season. Peter Milmer, mu¬ 
sical director, has planned a thoroughly Christmassy pro¬ 
gramme, which will include a sparkling collection of 
carols, excerpts from Handel’s Messiah, and the short but 
electrifying Christmas piece “In Terra Pax” by Gerlald 
Finzi. 

Dr Milmer has persuaded 24 hand-picked instrumen¬ 
talists to assemble for the event. ‘In Terra Pax’ requires 
this number of players, and some of the greatest choruses 
and solos from Handel’s Messiah will benefit from the 
colour and power available from such an array of instru¬ 
ments. And Messiah, one of the greatest of all choral 
works, will form the backbone of the programme. 

The concert will begin with a group of carols, including 
some of the best-known of old, such as ‘In the bleak mid¬ 
winter’ and some more recent but extremely popular 
ones. These have been specially arranged with orchestral 
accompaniment by Peter Milmer - a real luxury for 
singers and players alike to have a built-in composer and 
orchestrator at their beck and call! 

After the interval comes ‘In Terra Pax’ by Gerald Finzi. 
In a letter to Ralph Vaughan Williams Finzi described how 
this late composition had been inspired many years pre¬ 
viously. He remembered walking at night on Christmas 
eve to the church on Chosen Hill in Gloucestershire, and 


hearing the midnight bells ringing across the valley. Peter 
Milmer says of the piece: ‘The wonderful orchestration 
and setting within the English countryside allows one to 
imagine the scene occurring in a local Devon Valley. It is 
a composition of great beauty which for me defines the 
spirit of Christmas.’ Finzi’s magical setting of the song of 
the angels leaves us spellbound; it dies with the words 
‘And on earth peace, goodwill towards men.’ The scene 
is set for us to return to Handel: the wandering sheep, The 
Trumpet shall Sound and the Hallelujah Chorus. 

The society is thrilled to be welcoming soprano Susie 
Milmer to perform with them for the first time. She and 
Peter are celebrating the very recent the arrival of their 
second child - a happy event which did of course prompt 
our title for the evening ! With her will be tenor Feslie 
Baker (the society’s musical director until he handed over 
to Peter last year) and baritone David Fouracre - both 
well-known for their consistently fine singing in a wealth 
of guises over many years. - a really splendid line-up.

BAD weather wiped out the entire 
Fresha Devon & Exeter League pro¬ 
gramme yesterday, but this unsched¬ 
uled break means a chance to assess 
the way the season is developing.
